lives. Time was when a man'» homo 
was his castle; hut now, those who 
would he ignomitiousiy ejected from 
the drawing room, penetrate to the 
closet, 
where 
bungs 
the 
family 
skeleton, open wide tin* doors that nil 
the world may see, and rattle the 
I Hines that all' tlu* world may hear. 
Time was, when such stories appear­ 
ing, names were disguised liy accomo­ 
dating blanks, or at most in unoffend­ 
ing initials. 
Now they are giving un­ 
compromisingly complete. The man 
of acute feeling win» shrinks sensitive­ 
ly into privacy, awakes to lind his 
name in luige capitals, his doings in 
long paragraphs, and himself 
the 
I heme of 
every 
breakfast 
table. 
Youthful indiscretions are «lug from 
under tlu* kindly drifts of aceuinmula- 
ted years, )m>1¡s1k*<1 by practiced hands, 
and’held to the searching light of pub­ 
licity that friends and family may lie 
dazed with their unwelcome glitter. 
Stories that had best lie forgotten, or at 
least unrecorded, are given with en­ 
largements and a«lditions for a greedy 
public to swallow; knowing well thut 
every detail has lieen gathered in the 
sloughs of disgraceful weakness. A 
black sheep in an honorable family is 
their fayoyite prey. 
The prayers of a 
father, the tears of a mother, the grief 
of shame-bowed sisters, they disregard. 
A 
flashy 
heading, 
a 
sensational 
column, an extra sale or two must be 
considered before all tin* grief and 
shame, and the higher the social alti­ 
tude and the more respectable tin* sur­ 
roundings, the greater their stock in 
trade. Many a girl whose feet, might 
have Been timely stayed in the down­ 
ward path, has been moved to reck­ 
lessness and defiance tlirough tin* rash 
publicity of personal journnlisin. Many 
a young man who would have repented 
and expiated a first fault, has been 
moved to further sinning in tlio same 
way. 
It is said that we Uve in a fast 
age, when energies and enthuslams 
die early, and that' stimulants alone 
will revivify them. 
Let the sated ap- 
jietites of the reading public In* regaled 
with tales of dangers by flood and 
field, or murders most foul, of wars 
and fires, and disasters by sea and 
shore. 
Let the men who have wit­ 
tingly placed themselves before the 
public, and their names at the point of 
journalist’s pen, lie written about and 
jok«*«l about, criticised .and laughed 
over, but let thé senstftionrfl marauders 
lie displaced from the family hearth­ 
stone, upon which they have taken 
their uninvited stand. 
Personal jour- 
milium should he frowned upon, dis­ 
couraged, unpatmliized. 
It is every 
man’s duty; tor no man knows when 
it may attack him self or family. Like 
a lM.il', it is unexpeete«l in its atta«*k 
and irritating beyond endurance; like 
an ulcer, its discharge is eontinous and 
vile; like a leech, it fastens itself, and 
may 
not 
lie displaced until it

gorged; and, like a leech, too, it can 
vomit forth its horrible nteal at will, 
and return with fresh unction to batten

The Harbor Improvement. 


At a m eeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce 
on 
Saturday, 
a 
very 
thoughtful and most important re­ 
port was presented. 
And if the meas­ 
ures which it advocates arc carried 
out, nothing further will lie needed to 
make the harbor at San Pedro suffi­ 
cient for the demands of over 300,(HR) 
people. 
A committee had been appointed to 
inquire into the necessities and capa­ 
bilities of W ilmington harbor, and 
the report was tho result of their earn­ 
est and careful thought. There is no 
doubt but the enterprise is entirely 
feasible: the expense is not exorbit­ 
ant, and if Congress can be made to 
see the results which will accrue to 
the southwest if this imipftfftu.ioiit lie 
made, it will lap. POj'-assfst. 
It is proposed to run parallel lines of 
bulkhead from the present wharf to 
deep water, a distance of over three 
miles—these lines to he 450 feet apart, 
and the channel between to be dredged 
to a depth of 20 feet. This can all be 
completed at an expense of $300,000, so 
that vessels drawing the greatest depth 
of water «'an pass from the wharf to 
the open sea. 
These lines of bulkhead 
m ight bo provided witli gates, open­ 
ing and shutting by the action of the 
tide: thus the incoming water would 
be allowed to cover the entire tide sur­ 
face, hut its outward passage would lie 
confined entirely to the opening at 
the end. By this means no drift would 
accumulate In the channel. The ac­ 
tion of the water would he to dig out 
rather than deposit the sand. 
The railroad track could be made on 
both sides of the channel, and a dock­ 
age of over six miles lie made, at every 
foot of which goods could he trans­ 
ferred from car to ship. 
The results which this improve­ 
ment would bring about seem dream­ 
like in their magnitude, hut they are 
none the less real. 
The hack country 
which lias I.OS Angeles for its m e­ 
tropolis would soon fill up, as the ten­ 
dency no»' Is, with the energy and 
talent of the Eastern States. 
Rail­ 
roads from all the southwest would 
center here, as is tin* present tenden­ 
cy; for San Diego is a hundred miles 
further from the country of which it 
is trying to he the port, than is Los 
Angeles; and Santa Barbara has no 
country hack of it to support 
its 
growth, excepting that which in situ­ 
ation is more tributary to Los An­ 
geles. 
And here, right here, in Los 
Angeles, would lie built, in less than a 
score of years, a city linmbering a 
hundred thousand inhabitants, and 
teeming with all commercial and man­ 
ufacturing Industries. 
Lots nit Main, 
1/M Angeles and Spring streets would 
he selling for a thousand dollars a front 
foot. 
The benefit would not he to Tsis An­ 
geles alone, hut to all Southern Cali­ 
fornia. Orchards and vineyards would 
spring up where now is a desert, and 
the vast and fertile lands needing only 
water and work to render them pro­ 
ductive, would he made to blossom 
and yield vast returns.

Vested R lg h ts-N o . 2. 


As the framework of our system of 
government was of English origin,and 
the very root. and branches of our,ju­ 
dicial system and practice were the 
outgrowth of English jurisprudence, 
there can he little doubt hut that our 
courts, from the tenacity with which 
Judges cling to and rely upon prece­ 
dents, and the great reverence with 
which they have looked iijkiii tin* de­ 
cisions of the English courts, have 
failed to give due consideration to the 
great and radical difference between 
the ultimate sources of the power ex­ 
ercised by the legislative bodies of the 
two countries, and have seen the legis­ 
lative power in a magnified state when 
looking beyond or through it to the 
people—the acknowledged source of all 
power undcrour form of government. 
The law-m aking power of England, 
the Parliament, is the King’s Parlia­ 
ment, or the legislature of the Execu­ 
tive of tho government. Although 
iu part elected by some few of the peo­ 
ple, It is not the people's Parliament, 
nor ure the aggregated jieople of Eng­ 
land recognized as the ultimate source 
from which the laws flow; but it is the 
king who is so recognized. 
It is the 
acts of Parliaiuent that eoni)tose the 
English constitution. 
With us it is 
the net of the people. 


Our courts, following the path of 
the English courts, hold that the leg­ 
islature can confer vested rights upon 
private corporations while they de- 
cluro that a municipal corj>oration can­ 
not confer a vested right for the rea­ 
son that the municipal corporation is 
the creature of legislative power which 
latter can at its will annul all the cor­ 
porate powers of the town or city. 
The courts of our country appear to 
have overlooked the.fact that the leg­ 
islature in our country and under our 
system is as much and iu t lie same 
manner the creature of the people us 
the municipal corporation is the crea­ 
ture of the legislature, and no reason 
presents itself why the creature of the 
people can rightfully convey in per­ 
petuity to one individual or a limited 
number of individual persons, or to a 
private corporation, a right and power 
to oppress and hold iu servitude for 
his or their pecuniary benefit, or from 
revenge, its own creator—the people. 
There are eases, however, in which 
our courts have advanced a somewhat 
different opinion respecting the power 
of legislatures to confer vested rights. 
The taxing power of a State, which 
power resides in the legislature, is one 
of the most absolute and unchecked 
powers If not the most absolute and 
unchecked power, with which our gov­ 
ernment is invested, and is one over 
which the legislative power is su- 
^prcme.y, Still an act of the State legis­ 
latu re declaring that the real estate 
belonging to a hospital should he and 
remain free from taxes, was by the 
courts of Pennsyvsnia held to he ro- 
pealable, and such real property subse­ 
quently made subject to taxation, 
in 
Massachusetts the Court said, the 
truth is, there is no such thing as a 
vested right to do wrong, and u legis­ 
lature which in its acts, not expressly 
authorized by the Constitution, lim its 
itself to correcting mistakes and pro­ 
viding remedies for the furtherance of 
justice, cannot he charged with violat­ 
ing its duty, or exceeding its au­ 
thority. 
Even in England, we find Mr. Burke 
announcing the following principles 
respecting the power of the English 
Parliament to confer vested rights up­ 
on private corporations. H e said, the 
natural rights of mankind are indeed 
sacred things, 
if these natural rights 
are further affirmed and declared by 
express covenants, if they are clearly 
defined und secured against chicane, 
against power and authority by writ­ 
ten instruments and positive engage­ 
ments, they are in a still better condi­ 
tion. They partake not only of the 
sanctity of the object so secured, but of 
that solemn public faith itself which 
secures an object of sucii inqtortance. 
Indeed, the jormal recognition by tiie 
sovereign power, of an original right in 
the subject, can never be subverted hut 
by rooting up the radical principles of 
government, and even of society it­ 
self. 
The 
charters which we call 
by distinction great, are public in­ 
struments of this nature. 
The tilings 
secured by 
these instruments may 
without any deceitful am biguity, be 
very fitly called the chartered rights 
of men. These charters have made the 
name of a charter dear to the heart of 
every Englishman. 
But, sir, there 
may he, and there are, charters not 
only different in nature, hut formed on 
principles the very reverse at those of 
the great charter. 
Of this kind is the 
charter of the Eqst India Company. 
Magna Charter is a charter to restrain 
power, and to destroy monopoly. The 
East India Charter is a charter to es­ 
tablish monopoly and to create power. 
Political power and commercial mono­ 
poly ure not the rights of men; and 
the rights of them derived from char­ 
ters, it is fallacious and 
sophisti­ 
cal to call the chartered rights of men. 
These chartered rights (to speak of 
such charters, and their effects in 
terms of the greatest possible modera­ 
tion) do at least suspend the natural 
rights of mankind at targe, and in 
their very frame aiul constitution are 
liable to fall into a direct violation of 
them.

It is hoped and ex- 
p»*ctcd (lie good work w ill not then 
stop, hut, that as soon us a cessation 
in the financial storm in the Best en­ 
ables tlu* company to get tin* money 
they 
will vigorously prosecute the 
tnmiel through the'm ountains, and 
that before m any months have passed 
the iron hand w ill hind close tlu* in­ 
terests of San Francisco and Los A n ­ 
geles. 
O nly 2,0i)0 feet are now lacking to 
complete ill othird section of tin* San 
Fernando road, und w ithin u mouth, 
the entire five sections, 25 miles, will 
he finished, and trains w ill he running 
regularly to Los Nietos. 
This the

Tlie Pittsburgh Conimt rcial states 
that the method discovered by Mr. 
('hurles Gearing, of that city, lias 
been put into successful practical op­ 
eration nt Sharpsburg, Pa., and the 
borough is now admiruhly lighted bv 
gas made from crude petroleum oil, 
s,mH) feet of gas being produced from 
one barrel of oil. 
As tlie subject is one of great im­ 
portance, not only to the inhabitants 
of our town atul cities, who need good 
light at a cheap price, hut also to gas 
companies and oil producers, we will 
give a few details ot the Gearing pro­ 
cess, from which practical gas men 
may, in some degree, judge of its act­ 
ual merits.

Hanging Yankee Jim. 
To the Kan Diego L 'n i o n we are in­ 
debted for the following interesting 
reeord of a remarkable trial and exe­ 
cution: 
Tn August 18Ó2 tliere were three dis­ 
agreeable men in San Diego, named 
James Robinson ( ( H im “Yankee Jim,” 
James Grnvson 1 suing and William 
Harris. They hailed from the ea rl.v 
mining camps, and soon after their ar­ 
rival eame information of a reliable 
character which pointed out Yankee 
Jim as a dangerous character. It was 
suid that he had loafed around various 
mining camps, and, watching his op­ 
portunity, had pounced upon miners 
in out-of-the-way places, murdered 
them and robbed them of their gold 
and trinkets. As long as he behaved 
himself he was not molested here. 
Yankee Jim was a Canadian French­ 
man, six feet and three or four inches, 
in height and well developed physi­ 
cally. He had anything but a prepos­ 
sessing appearance and was slimmed 
by all respetable' people. 
8TKAI.IXG A BOAT—GRAND I.AItl KXY. 
At the time we speak of, Yaiikee 
Jim and his two companions stoic a 
boat here in the harbor, which they 
afterwards deserted and turned adrift 
outside the Heads. It belonged to Jo­ 
seph C. Stewart and Enos Wall, who 
found their property a few days after it 
was stolen, washed upon the heaeh a 
few miles down the eoast. 
THK TRIAL. 
The three men were arrested and ar­ 
raigned before what was at that time 
known as the Court of Sessions, on a 
charge of grand larceny. This Court 
of Sessions consisted of the County 
Judge, John Hays, presiding, with 
two Justices of the Peace—J. .liaison 
Ames and William T. ('onion. 
James W. Robinson, father of Hon. 
Win. N. Robinson, whs at that time 
District Attorney, and conducted the 
prosecution. Agoston Haraszthy was 
Sheriff, and Philip Crosthwaite, our 
present Deputy Sheriff, acted in the 
double capacity of Clerk of the Court 
and Under Sheriff. 
On the 18th day of August, 18.»2, 
Yankee Jim was tried and convicted 
of grand larceny. 
THK JURY. 
The following persons served as ju­ 
rors in the trial: Cave J. Couts, fore­ 
man; Albert It. Smith, Thomas Fox, 
Win. Conroy, Philip Hoof, Abel Wat- 
kinsou, John C. Stewart, Enos Wall, 
George Wasson, James Donahue, C. 
C. Varney, ('luirles Lloyd. 
THK VKHlUt'T. 
The following is the verdict, as taken 
from tlie records of the Court: 
“ Your jurors in the within ease of 
Janies Robinson, have the honor to re­ 
turn a verdict of “Guilty,” and to 
therefore sentence hint, James Robin­ 
son, to lie hanged by the neck until 
dead.’' 
CAvk J. CorTS, 
Foreman of Jury. 
FINAL HKXTKNCK BY THK COURT. 
Judge Hays addressed the prisoner 
as follows: 
“ You, James Robinson, have been 
tried by a jury of your country men, se­ 
lected by yourself, for grand larceny, 
and touiid guilty of the same, and the 
jury affixed the punishment of death 
as the penalty. You are now brought 
liefore the Court to hear the final sen- 
-"Ténee^oFthe law proitmuice'd'by the 
Court. Have you anything to say why 
the sentence should not now be pro­ 
nounced? (A pause.) Having none, 
the Court order, adjudge and decree 
that you, James Robinson, be taken to 
the jail of the county of San Diego 
and put ¡11 the custody of the Sheriff of 
said county, there to be safely and 
securely kept until Saturday, the lHtli 
day of September next. Between the 
hours of 10 o’clock a. m. and S o’clock 
l*. m., you will be taken from thence 
by the Sheriff of said county to the 
place of execution, and there bung by 
the neck until you are dead.” 
PREPARING FOR DEATH. 
Yankee Jim thought, up to the mo­ 
ment he was swung off into eternity, 
that they would not hung him. He 
did not object to the two men, Stewart 
and Wall, from whom lie stole tlu> 
lioat, sitting on the jury. He probably 
thought that they would not lie hard 
on him, because they had recovered 
the boat uninjured. The Roman Cath­ 
olic priests were attentive to his spir­ 
itual welfare, hut lie still entertained 
the impression that he would not need 
the intercession in this emergency. 
It is a matter of history that the pio­ 
neers of California wen* deliberate in 
making up their minds, but when 
once made up, the decree was un­ 
changeable. And thus it proved in 
this case. 
THE HANGING, 
The gallows consisted of two beams 
planted in the ground with a heavy 
bar across the top. It was located in 
Old Town, on the spot where Whaley’s 
brick house now stands. On the 
18th day of September Yankee Jim 
was taken from his little adobe jail 
room, where lie had been closely 
guarded, and placed in a wagon. Two 
Catholic priests accompanied him and 
did their utmost to convince him that 
his time was near and to impress him 
with the importance of being prepared 
for the future state. To tin* wagon 
was attached a span of mules with old 
Gustave Fisher as driver. On reach­ 
ing the gallows the priest alighted and 
the wagon was driven under the fatal 
noose. The rope was adjusted around 
Yankee Jim’s neck and lie delivered 
his farewell speech to the large crowd 
that had gathered to witness the exe­ 
cution. He told them he had been a 
good man and given piles of gold to 
help poor men. Under-Sheri if Crosth- 
waite, who superintended the execu­ 
tion stood on the ground near the 
wagon and listened patiently to Yan­ 
kee Jim’s story until it was a quarter 
of three o’clock. He finally ordered 
Fisher to drive on, and the old man 
applied his whip freely to the mules. 
V ankee Jim kept his feet in the wagon 
as long as possible, but w h s finally 
Ílulled off. He swung back and forth 
ike a pendulum, until lie strangled to 
death. And thus ended the career of 
the dreaded desperado, Yankee Jim. 
Subsequently his accomplices in the 
grand larceny were tried by the same 
jury, and sentenced to the State 1’rison 
for a year. They never returned to 
San Diego.

a museum and a library from the vast 
materials that may now be gathered, 
but which if longer neglected will 
soon be among the tilings that are not. 
The romantic missionary age of I'al- 
ifornia while under Spanish govern­ 
ment, from 1707 to 1822, is full of fas­ 
cinating interest, and all the archives 
of that period should be sacredly pre­ 
served, where the student of lilstory 
can have continued access to tln-ir 
treasure. 
The next great period, from 1s22 to 
1S47, while under Mexican rule, is 
fresh in Hie minds of many of the em­ 
inent citizens of Los Angeles, and 
they would no doubt esteem it a pleas­ 
ure to contribute from their libraries, 
by their pens, and by public lectures, 
much valuable information concern­ 
ing their historie era. Since 1k47, the 
foot-priuts of history are fresh and 
easily followed, and many contributors 
can bring in a store of*historical re­ 
cords. Let a spontaneous effort be 
made by every one, to contribute a 
book, a map, n geological specimen, a 
picture, a pamphlet, a parchment, an 
ancient relic of any kind. This is an 
enterprise in which ail sects, and 
creeds, and parties, and nationalities 
can unite with emulation and enthu­ 
siasm. Do it, and I»» Angeles will 
be known abroad as a place of enlight­ 
ened culture, and will attract to itself 
the cultured of other lands, who will 
here find intellectual enjoyments com­ 
bined with a matchless climate. 
In this enterprise each citizen can 
do something, all can do great tilings. 
The obligations we owe to the swift- 
coming future of a great and conspic­ 
uous State, are iqion us. liet us dis­ 
charge them with a generous and 
bountiful hand.

E ditor H f.ralb:—A fter a visit to 
many of the pluces of historic interest 
in Southern California, and observing 
the steady and sure destruction of a 
large number of these ancient and in­ 
teresting monuments of the former 
times, it seems a fitting moment to 
urge tiie establishing ill this favored 
and beautiful city, of the 
li>M ANGELES HISTORICAL SOCIETY, 
to collect and preserve all obtainable 
memorials of the State; forming both 


Eastern Bottles. 
The “bottle” isa necessary article in 
the tent of Arabian shepherds. It holds 
water and other liquids, and is fre­ 
quently used asa pitcher. The Eastern 
bottle is made of goat or kip skin, 
stripped oft- without opening the belly; 
the openings made by cutting off the 
tail and legs are sewed lip, and when 
tilled it is tied about the neck. 
The Arabs and Persians never go a 
journey without a small leathern bottle 
by their side like a scrip. These ski 11- 
botties preserve their water, milk, and 
other liquids in a fresher stutc than 
any other vessels they can use. The 
people of the East, indeed, put into 
them everything they mean to carry 
toa distance, whether dry or liquid, 
and very rarely make use of boxes or 
pots, unless to*keep such things as are 
liable to be broken. They enclose 
these leathern bottles in woolen sacks, 
because their beasts of carriage often 
fall down under their load, or east it 
down on the sandy desert. This 
method of transporting the necessaries 
of life lias another advantage; the 
skin-bottles not only perserve them 
fresh, but defend them against the 
ants and other insects, which cannot 
pierce the skin; and they also prevent 
the fine dust, of which immense quan­ 
tities are constantly moving about in 
the arid regions of Asia, from reaching 
them. It is for these reasons that 
provisions of every kind are enclosed 
in vessels made of the skins ot animals. 
These bottles are liable to lie rent, 
when old or much used, and at tin* 
same time are capable of being repair­ 
ed. in the I»<iok of Joshua we are in­ 
formed, the Gibeonites “took wiiie-bot- 
tlys, old and rent, and bound up.” 
Tliis is perfectly according to the cus­ 
tom of tlie East; and the manner in 
which they mend their old and rent 
bottles is various. Sometimes they 
sew in a piece; sometimes they gather 
up the torn place in tlie manner of a 
purse; sometimes they put in a round 
flat piece of wood, and l>y that means 
stop tin* hole. 
Tile liability of skin bottles to rend, 
will explain a figure used in one of 
our Lord’s discourses—“Neither do 
men put new wine into old bottles, 
else the bottles break, and the wine 
runneth out, anil the I sit ties perish; 
but they put new wine into new bottles, 
andhoth arepreserved.” Being made of 
raw hide, they are, when new, capa­ 
ble of accomodating themselves to the 
swellings of the liquor as it ferments. 
But when they have been once stretch­ 
ed out in this way, and have become 
old and shrivelled through use, they 
do not admit of any further enlarge­ 
ment, and will therefore give way if 
new wine is poured into them.— ["Early 
Days.
